The museum is constantly seeking new ex¬ 
hibitors for special interest displays in 
our "Michigan Room."

Currently, the Midwest Tool Collectors 
Association is displaying a fine collection 
of handmade and manufactured carpenters 
tools from the 1800's.

Over the past several weeks, much re¬ 
modeling has been done at the museum. One 
of the most obvious is the removal of the 
porch enclosure at the museums' main entr¬ 
ance. The building is now back to its 
origional architectural style. The Mich¬ 
igan room has been revived with fresh paint 
and new track lighting. New paint in the 
downstairs stairwell and hallway lead to 
the jail wMch is being set up for an old 
fashioned jail-type display. A cot, table, 
and mannequin will be displayed under a 
soft blue light to add a "spooky" atmosph¬ 
ere. The display will be finished after 
the first of the year. Remodeling in the 
rest rooms should begin sometime in late 
January. 

New flagpole fixtures and flags have 
been added to the front of the building. 

The flags, A Betsy Ross and the Michigan 
flag, will be displayed during museum hours. 

A security afarm system has also been 
installed.in the museum and Caswell house. 
This system will secure the museum against 
thefts, and will allow us to invite ex¬ 
hibitors to display their valuabe collections 
in our Michigan Room.
